Expense ‘Excessive’ in 
Pennsylvania 
Voting 


WASHINGTON . (INS) —Doubt 
regarding the right of Senator 
James J. Davis (R) of Pennsyl- 
vania, to his seat was virtually 
dissipated today when the long 
awaited report of the Nye sena- 
torial campaign investigation com- 
mittee, on the Pennsylvania prim- 
ary and election campaigns, was 
made to the Senate. The junior 
senator of the Keystone state was 
absolved of all charges of corrup- 
tion, but the majority declared the 
ticket headed by the former labor 
secretary had involved excessive 
expenditures. \ 


Cost Over Million 


Senator Patterson (R) of Miss- 
ouri, filed a minority report. The 
report, signed by chairman Nye (R) 
of North Dakota and Senators Dale 
(R) of Vermont; Dill (D) of Wash- 
ington, and Wagner (D) of New 
York, placed the total expenditures 
spent for the Davis-Brown ticket 
in the primary and election cam- 
paigns, at $1,117,649.29. In the 
primary campaign alone, the Da- 
vis-Brown ticket spent $622,928.39, 
the majority found. 

The report was changed at the 
last minute from the original draft 
which had been unexpectedly held 
up for two days. 

Patterson, in his report incorpor- 
ated in his conclusions, parts left 
out of the final draft of the ma- 
jority report. Davis was “lawfully 
chosen and elected,” and there was 
no evidence before the committee 
“which could in any manner affect 
the qualifications of Senator Davis 
as asmember of the senate of the 
United States,” Patterson insisted. 


Against Public Interest 


The majority report said the 


“excessive and jnimi- 
cal to the public interest, whether 
such sum is expended on behalf of 
one candidate or a group of can- 
didates in any primary election,” 
and could not be permitted with- 
out “most serious conséquences to 
the nation.” 

Regarding the contention in Da- 
vis’ behalf, that the majority re- 
port said he was chargeable with 
only a small percent the com- 
mittee did not “feel called upon 
to attempt the impossible task of 
determining the amount of ex- 
penditures to be allocated to each 
individual candidate.” (There 
were seven candidates on the 
Davis-Brown ticket). 

“In any event,” the report said, 
“your committee does not regard 
it as material whether an excessive 
expenditure is had on behalf of a 
Single candidate or a ticket com- 
prising numerous candidates.” 


TWENTY MILLIONS 
LOANED VETERANS

If some of these men are held 
on the force, it is just too bad 
for Muscatine. I do not hesitate 
to. say thet some of them in my 
estimation could NOT PASS AN 
EXAMINATION, at least not for 
cleverness in catching a thief. 
As an example of this, some 
months ae. there occurred a 
holdup over on Fifth street near 
the Hart residence, I believe, and 
from the time the holdup oc- 
curred until the police were noti- 
fied and they arrived on the 
scene, there was time enough for 
the “stick-up” men to be several 
miles away. Still, on arrival of 
some of those on the ht 
force, I am told by neighbors, 
who say they saw it, that two or 
three policemen walked around 
the house with searchlights look- 
ing for the “hold-up man.” 
Guess they thought maybe he 
was lying around on the lawn 
like a playful dog, which when 
playing, snaps at the other dog, 
then runs, lays down and as soon 
as the other doggie comes to him, 
up he jumps and runs away. 

Hold-up men don’t act that 
way, ‘They stick a.fellow. up, and.. 
 make- ; “get-away” 
ée. ‘The that no 
one ever found out anything 
about the fellow who did the job. 
My advice to some officers and of 
course I realize that I am not 
their advisor, but just the same I 
would suggest that they start im- 
mediately to phone the first 
town on every road out of the 
city and have some one patrol 
the road, then go to the suspi- 
cious places and leok around, 
BUT DO IT QUICKLY, NOT 
AFTER A HALF HOUR IS LOST 
TALKING ‘TO NEIGHBORS and 


_ ELECTION IS OVER—now what? The civil service car- 
ried—a good thing to take our police force and firemen out 
of POLITICS. There has been entirely too many appoint- 
ments by mayors, appointments that were made for political 
purposes only, WITHOUT REGARD TO ABILITY. 

The merchants of Muscatine, for instance, must pay a 
monthly charge to have their stores watched—WHY? What are our 
policemen for? Sometimes the store policemen become snoopers for 
the night captains at the very time the merchants are paying them 
a@ monthly fee.

In an editorial in the Wichita 
Beacon under date of February 23 
it was said: 

‘The state legislature of Iowa 
memorializes congress not to enact 
a tariff on oil. A tariff on oil or 
crude petroleum would benefit only 
a small portion of the country’s, 
populations’ declare the Iowa law- 
makers, while a tariff would place 
‘an additional burden’ of more than 
$350,000,000 on the owners of 27,- 
000,000 automobiles and trucks, ac- 
cording to a resolution adopted by 
the legislature at Des Moines. 

“Iowa manufactures corn pro- 
ducts worth tens of million dollars 
annually which are protected by a 
tariff. Iowa manufactures millions 


j of tile and brick annually which is 


protected by a tariff. Iowa manu- 
factures pumps and farm machinery 
sold in Kansas which are protected 
by a tariff. Iowa has nearly 3,500 
manufacturing institutions against 
less than 2,000 in Kansas, the out- 
puts of which are protected by a 
tariff. 

“Towa is a rock-ribbed republican 
state, not having had a democratic 
governor since Horace Boles, nearly 
40 years ago. Iowa has stood solidly 
for the republican principle of pro- 
tective duty on products of the in- 
dustrial east ever since the Civil 
War, willingly adding to the profits 
of eastern manufacturers in order 
to support the republican principle 
of protection. Corn is to Iowa what 
wheat is to Kansas. Yet corn needs 
no protection for it is grown suc- 
cessfully in few other countries. Oil 
is to Kansas what manufactured 
products are to Iowa. Yet Iowa 
would say to Kansas and other oil 
producing states: “You cannot 
have the protection for your in- 
dustries which we demand for 
ours.” 

This refers to my old home state, 
Iowa. If it is true I think that 
more people in my native state 
should know more about their legis- 
lature and the laws enacted by it. 
I am sure that if all the people in 
Towa could read this clipping I am 
sending you that they would stop 
and think before they went to the 
polls to vote the next time for the 
man or party. 

What if the other forty-seven 
states treated Iowa like Iowa is 
treating them? I was born and 
raised in Iowa and am proud of it. 
And I still think that if any state is 
self-supporting it is Iowa above all. 
I have been in every state in the 
union and none of them, in my 
opinion, could “go it alone” like 
Iowa could if isolated from the out- 
side world.

COLLECTIVE NOUNS 

A collective noun is the name of a 
group of objects. Examples: group; 
assembly; jury; committee; crowd; 
herd; flock. As you look at any 
one of these words, you can see in 
your mind’s eye the individuals that 
comprise .the group. Naturally, 
these individuals can act independ- 
ently of one another, or they can 
act in concert or as a unit. If they 
act independently of one another, 
the noun, though singular in form, 
may be treated grammatically as a 
plural. Example: The committee 
are discussing plans for the outing. 
On the other hand, if the members 
of the group act as one,the noun 
will naturally be treated as a sing- 
ular; as, The committee has decided 
to postpone the outing. 

H. P. of Jefferson, S. C., writes 
as follows: “A dispute has arisen 
in the seventh grade language class 
in our school concerning the sen- 
tence, ‘The committee (was or were) 
hungry and so adjourned for lunch.’ 
Which form of the verb should be 
used?” 

Answer: Is it not apparent that 
the plural form should be used?

ONTARIO, Ore.— (INS) —Con- 
tractors are lamenting and ranch- 
ers rejoicing in the discovery of a 
buried forest directly in the path 
of No. 5 tunnel 700 feet below the 
surface and 4,500 feet from the 
east portal of the Owyhee irri- 
gation project. 

The contractors dre mad be- 
cause the area dug out is “squeez- 
ing” which means twice the tim- 
bering usually used. The farmers 
are happy because the huge tim- 
bers that are as black as coal but 
split like wood burn easily, They 
are stocking their fuel sheds from 
the tunnel dump. 

Some of the timbers brought 
from the bore are several feet 
across and appear to be cedars. 
The grain shows plainly. No ef- 
fort has been made as yet to ex- 
tract single pieces to show the 
length of the timbers, 

Workmen have cut through 
more than 200 feet of the petri- 
fied forest and have not reached 
the end of the formation. The 
trees lie horizontal as if pushed 
over by some gigantic upheaval, 
while far above the sagebrush 
covered surface of the terrain 
looks like a barren waste without 
a clue to indicate that the spot 
Was once a luxuriant growth of 
timber,

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In the above hand, played at Con- 
tract Bridge, South bid one Spade, 
West passed, North jumped to three 
Spades and East, feeling sure thet 
South would bid four Spades want- 
ed to get in a lead-director while 
he could; so he risked a bid of four 
Clubs. South did bid four Spades 
and that ended the contracting. 

At Auction Bridge South would 
have bid one Spade and East would 
have had a chance to make his Club 
bid more cheaply; but eventually 
South would have been the Declarer 
with Spades the trumps. 

When the hand was played West 
led the Eight of Clubs in answer to 
his partner's bid, and East won the 
trick with the Jack, East then led 
the Queen, West played the Deuce, 
and dummy his last Club, East now 
led a Diamond up to the weakness 
in Dummy, South played «he Queen 
and West won with the King. West 
did not risk a return of the Dia- 
mond which would not have been 
helpful, but led a Heart; dummy 
won with the King and led the Ace 
of Hearts . South discarding a los- 
ing Diamond. Next dummy led the 
Queen of Spades, East’s King cov- 
@red and South’s Ace won; South 
returned a Spade and dummy’s 
Jack took East’s Ten, After that, 
dummy was able to ruff a Club 
and the Declarer made the re- 
mainder of the tricks and game, 

The Correct Play 

East could have saved game by 
leading a third Club after winning 
two Clubs and noting that as West 
Played the Deuce on the second, he 
showed that he had no more Clubs; 
but instead of leading a winner, he 
should have led one of his spot 
cards, forcing West to trump. This 
would take either the Queen or Jack 
of trumps from dummy and make 
East’s King-Ten a fourchette as- 
suring one trick in Spades, A 
trump trick with the two Club 
tricks and the King of Diamonds 
would have saved game.

WASHINGTON. — (INS) — Its 
fiscal program completed, with the 
appropriation of $4,500,000,000 to 
operate the government during the 
next fiscal year, the Seventy-first 
congress today moved toward its 
constitutional doom at noon Wed- 
nesday with. politics and minor 
legislation to torment its dying 
hours. 

Drought Relief 

Aside from enacting nine major 
appropriation bills, the congress 
looked bac.. on the passage of a 
$45,000,000 drought relief bill, a 
$20,000,000 food loan bill and the 
new soldier’s bonus loan act, the 
latter over a presidential veto, dur- 
ing its lame duck session, this ap- 
proximates its legislative achieve- 


ments, although some leaders hope-| a. 


fully expected President Hoover to 
sign the Muscle Shoals bill and 
that house and senate would agree 
to the Norris resolution, proposing 
& constitutional amendment to 
eliminate lame duck sessions. 
There was a wild scramble by 


senators and representatives to get | 


minor bills enacted before Wednes- 
day noon. A large group of mid- 
westerners were battling for an oil 
embargo, with a likelihood the 
Capper bill would be considered in 
the senate. This measure would 
limit crude oil imports to 16,000,- 
000 barrels annually for the next 
three years, and bar all oil products 
for the same time. It may pass 
the senate but it will meet with 
stiff opposition in the house. 
Cruisers Doomed 

The administration’s cruiser con- 
struction bill, intended to build up 
the American navy to the limits of 
the. London treaty, appeared 
doomed. There was a distinct re- 
luctance to act upon it in both 
house and senate. 
the formidable opposition was not 
clear, except that “little navy” 
men protested the cost would put 
too great a strain on the treasury 
at this time. 

While hundreds of bills, some of 
considerable importance, remained 
on house and senate calendars, the 
legislature record seemed completed. 
It will require almost unanimous 
support to get further important 
legislation enacted. The passage of 
the bonus loan bill over a veto was 
taken as the legistature swan-song 
of the dying congress.

Hemorrhage Caused 
Demise of Jordan 
Girl Says Coroner 


That the death of Vera Jordan, 
Iowa City girl who died here sud- 
denly a week ago, was caused by 
respiratory hemmorhages and not 
poison, was the statement of Coron- 
er W. S. Norton, made today. This 


8| statement followed the receipt of 


a report of Prof. J. W. Teeters, 
state chemist, who made an exam- 
ination of parts of the girl’s body. 
The congested condition of the 
Jordan girl’s lungs, was, according 
to Prof. Teeters’ analysis, the cause 
of her death. 

Miss Jordan died in Hershey hos- 
pital a week ago Monday night. 
About an hour earlier she appear- 
er in.the office of a local physician 
suffering from hemmorhages..

Prosecutor John Underwood re- 
plied to the objections.

LACK CANDIDATE 
TO HEAD PARTY 


Platform Is Expected 
To Include Wet 
Plank

WASHINGTON.—(INS)—A pre- 
liminary peek into the politics of 
1932 may be forthcoming Thursday 
when the democrats stage their 
first national meeting of any con+ 
= since the great debacle of 

Probably it will not be a har- 
monious gathering. Democratic 
conclaves Seldom are. In _ this 
week’s meeting the degree of har- 
-Mony depends primarily upon two 
things, (1) the measures recom- 
mended -by Chairman John J. Ras- 
kob for re-financing the $600,000 
indebtedness of the party, and, (2) 
the extent to which the prohibition 
‘controversy is injected into the 
meeting. 

“Southern Drys to Fight 

Southern drys are up in arms 
ver the purpose attributed to 
Chairman Raskob of putting the 
mational committee on record con- 
cerning prohibition. Raskob has 
never stated that he would attempt 
this, but the mere report that such 
was his intention has been suffi- 
cient to kick up a row. 

Virginia and Oklahoma delega- 
tions in congress have memorial- 
ized their national: committeemen 
not to stand for any anto-prohibi- 
tion committment, and almost 
every democratic dry in congress 
hhas joined in the chorus. 

Whether, under the _  circum- 
stances, Chairman Raskob and his 
friends, will attempt to put through 
@ Wet resolution remains to be 
‘geen. In some responsible quarters 
it is seriously doubted if the effort 
will be made. | 

Democratic drys point out, and 
correctly enough, that the national 
committee has no authority to 
commit the party anyway. That 
can only be done by the delegates 
to a national convention in writing 
the platform. Why, then, ask the 
drys, start a fight now, sixteen 
months before the convention? 

The Wet Position 

_ To this argument, the democratic 
wets retort that the party must 
grasp this prohibition nettle soon- 
er or later, and that it might as 
well be now as any time. They 
contend that the convention in 1932 
is going to nominate a candidate 
for president who will be opposed 
to prohibition, and that it is going 
to adopt a platform in conformity 
with this view. Why not, the 
counter-question, clear away the 
under-brush now? 

The argument of the democratic 
wets is based upon seemingly plaus- 
ible substance. Even the drys con- 
cede that ‘the democratic conven- 
tion next year will in all probabil- 
ity be dominated by delegates op- 
posed to prohibition. The democ- 
racy of virtually the entire east, 
north and middle west is wet—New 
York, Massachusetts, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois, Wis- 
consin, to mention only part of 
them. 

Moreover, they point out, almost 
every femocrat who at this time 
can be considered a serious presi- 
dential possibility is also opposed to 
prohibition in its present form, if 
mot actually and unreservedly wet. 

Candidates Wet 
. Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt, of 
New York, Gov. Albert C. Ritchie 
of Maryland, and Newton D. Baker 
of Ohio, are outright for repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment 

Owen D. Young, considered by 
some to be really the most formid- 
able of the contenders, has never 
committed himself on the issue of 
repeal, but he has aligned himself 
with the so-called liberals on the 
Prohibition question. 

While Young’s statements on 
prohibition have been few and are 
little known to the rank and file cf 
the party, he did say, in 1916, in 
announcing his support of Al 
Smith for governor of New York: 

“As a liberal I resent the whole 
theory of the constitutional amend- 
ment and the fanaticism and un- 
reasonableness of the Volstead law. 
But, on the other hand, I, for one, 
do not intend to take any chance
